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WHAT IS INTOXICATING 


Standard of Intoxication, 
Court Says, Is That Pro- 
duced by Beverage That 
Makes a Man Drunk. 


ARGUMENTS END, 
CASE TO JURORS 


Acquittal of Congressman 
Ordered on 2 Counts of 
Indictment Referring to 
Common Nuisance. 


By the Associated Preee. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 12.-— 


Charging the jury in the trial of 
Congressman John Philip Hill, in 
the United States District Court, for 
alleged violation of the Volstead 
act, Judge Morris A. Soper, today 
directed the jurymen to ignore the 
definitions of intoxication as ex- 
pounded by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
pure food expert, and Dr. Howard 
A. Kelly of Baltimore. , 


These witnesses testified yester- 
day that cider, with 2.70 per cent 
alcohol, and winé, with 11.64 per 
cent alcohol, were intoxicating. He 
also told the jury to find Hill not 
guilty on the fifth and sixth counts 
of the indictment, which charge 
him with maintaining a common 
nuisance at his home, 3. West 
¥rankiin street. 

Not Supported by Testimony. 

The testimony, the Judge said, 
did not bear out these charges, 
and he therefore dismissed them. 
Judge Soper then said: 

‘The only things which you have 
to determine in this case are ques- 
tions of fact which are narrow and 
new. There is no question about 
the manufacture and possession of 
the cider and wine. The defendant 
admits these charges. 

“The question for you to decide 
is whether the articles the defend- 
ant manufactured and possessed 
are as described in the indictment, 
that is, you must decide whether 
the fruit juice that he manufac- 
tured was wine and was intoxicat- 
ing in fact.” 

Standard of Intoxication. 

Judge Soper then told the jurors 


they were not to accept the defini-_ 


tion of intoxication as given yester- 
day by Drs. Kelly and Wiley, who 
said that any amount of alcohol, 
no matter how small, produces 
some degree of intoxication. 

The standard of intoxication 
which the jury should have _ in 
mind. Judge Soper said, is that 
produced by a beverage which con- 
tained enough alcohol to intoxicate 
a normal man when drunk in such 
quantities as a man is able to 
drink. 

Intoxication, the Judge added, is 
what the layman knows as being 
drunk. 

Government's Request Denied. 

When Judge Soper had complet- 
ed his charge, District Attorncy 
Woodcock asked him to instruct 


the jury that the burden of proof 


rested on Hill-to prove that his 
fruit juices were not intoxicating 
in fact and that it was not incum- 
bent upon the ~ Government to 
prove that they were intoxicating. 

This, Woodcock argued,’ is pro- 
vided for in section 33 of the na- 
tional prohibition act. 

Judge Soper, however, declined 
to take Woodcock’s construction of 
the law, and refused to so charge 
the jury. 

Judeé Soper’s charge to the jury 
preceded the arguments in the 
case, which were opened by Arthur 
W. Machen, for the defense. 

Case Given to Jury. 

Machen told the jury it was not 
John Philip Hill who was on trial, 
“but the last vestige of American 
liberty.” Woodcock objected and 
Judge Soper told Machen he could 
not make an antiprohibition speech 
in court.

The Republican plurality of 44,- 
000 in St. Louis in the general elec- 
tion has revived the drooping 
spirits of the city administration 
with respect to the spring mayor- 
alty campaign. Where darkness 
prevailed two months ago, support- 
ers of Mayor Kiel are now pre- 
pared to send him into the race 


for his fourth term under the bor- 
rowed “Kiel or Chaos” slogan. 

Four years ago Mayor Kiel was 
re-elected over James W. Byrnes, 
Democrat, by a majority of slight- 
ly less than 10,000. His supporters 
feared that his grip had weakened 
and that he would not again be a 
safe candidate against a powerful! 
Democrat. The general’ election 
lulled them into a gense of security 
from the standpoint of a Demo- 
cratic threat, however, and they 
are willing to support Kiel once 
more. 

Seize Upon Miller. 

A plan to copy religiously the 
“Coolidge or Chaos” feature of the 
national campaign led the Kiel fac- 
tion to cast about for someone to 
represent the alternative, “cha- 
os.”" They have seized upon Victor 
J. Miller, former president of the 
Police Board. He needs early at- 
tention, they believe. In his un- 
successful race for the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination, he car- 
ried St. Louls with a total vote of 
37,761, which was 8100 more than 
his closest competitor, Lieutenant- 
Governor Hiram Lloyd. 

This was accomplished virtually 
without organization support, and 
18 of 28 wards gave him plurali- 
ties. The vote had an immediate 
effect upon Miller. He began to 
lay plans for a spring campaign 
for Mayor, and the Kiel faction 
has moved to the work of spikinz 
his guns as early as possible. The 
facts attending his removal from 
the Police Board presidency ty 
Gov. Hyde will be the basis of this 
fight. 

Aloe Expected to Run. 

Mayor Kiel will not be out of 
the woods with his fight against 
Miller. Louis P. Aloe, former pres- 
ident of the Board of Aldermen, 
and a powerful figure within the 
organization, is expected to be a 
candidate. Kiel’s friends will at- 
tempt to point out that Aloe’s can- 
didacy will split the organization 
support and might result in the 
election of Miller. There the

No more will diplomas of the

money orders from all over the 
United States. 

A. A. of 8. B. C. stood for Amer- 
ican Academy of Scientific Beauty 
Culture.

JURY FAILS TO REACH VERDICT 
IN PONZI RICH-QUICK CASE 


Accused Boston Man Argues Own 
Defense, Saying He Is too Poor 
to Hire Lawyer.

BOSTON, Nov. 12.—The jury in 
Suffolk Superior Court trying 
Charles Ponzi on a larceny indict- 
ment in connection with get-rich- 
quick schemes of four years ago 
today reported:to Judge Bishop it 
was unable to agree on a verdict 
On any one of the four counts un- 
der consideration. The Judge or- 
dered the jury discharged. 

The trial was completed late 
yesterday after Ponzi, acting as his 
own counsel, had summed up his 
case. The indictment originally 
had five counts but Judge Bishop 
instructed the jury to find a ver- 
dict of not guilty on one on which 
the State had net introduced evi- 
dence. 

Ponzi in his closing argument 
emphasized that the jury must not 
only find that money was misap- 
propriated but that there had been 
intention from the outset to misap- 
propriate it. He reminded the 
jury that he had already served a 
term of imprisonment after convic-+ 
tion in Federal court on similar 
charges. He also declared that, 
while four years ago he had $39.,- 
000,000, at present he was too im- 
poverished to retain a lawyer for 
his defense. The tndictment was 
based on complainte of Ponzi clil- 
ents involving $10,800.

California ations of Stellar 
Visitor pered by Errors 
of Former Reckoning. 
By the Associated Press. 
BERKELEY, Cal., Nov. 12.— 


Preliminary calculations just com- 
pleted under the direction of Prof. 
A. O. Leuschner of the astronom- 
ical department of the University 
of California, and his assistants, re- 


veal that the. fast-moving object 
discovered Oct. 23 last, by Prof. 
Baade at Bergedorf, Germany, is 
a minor planet moving’in a highly 
eccentric ellipse at a high inclina- 
tion to the ecliptic, close to the 
earth and near its perihelion, said 
an announcement by Prof. Leusch- 
ner today. 

The calculations, the announce- 
ment said, were attended by great 
difficulties due to the discovery of 
errors in earlier observations. 

“While the inclination of about 
26 degrees is exceeded by that of 
the planet Albert,” said = Prof. 
Leuschner’'s statement, “with incli- 
nation of about 33 degrees and 
while the eccentricity of about .55 
is equaled. by two other planets 
there is no-other planet now known 
which has both such high inclina- 
tion d. eccentricity. 

“At its closest approach’ to the 
earth. about a. month. before dis- 
covery, near perihelion on Sept. 
28, the (new). planet's _ distance 
‘was about 20,000,000 or approxi- 
mately twice the distance.of the 
famous Eros and Albert at their 
clesest possible approach. The new 
planet ig about 7:85 seconds of arc. 
The length of the semimajor axis 
of the ellipse is two and three- 
fourths astronomical: units.” ®

BARUCH PROPOSES COURT 
TO GUIDE BIG BUSINESS 


Suggests That It Would 
Encourage Co-operation, 
but Should Have Power 
to Prevent Abuses. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—A court 
of commerce before which business 
men could’ appeal in times of oyer- 
production and low prices in order 
to arrange for the mutual fixing of 
prices and the curtailment of pro- 
duction, was proposed in a state- 
ment by Bernard Baruch, former 
head of the War Industries Board, 
following a closed meeting of 150 
former members of the board yes- 
terday. 
‘Baruch's statement in part fol- 
lows: 

“What shall be the attitude of 
Government towards business? 
During the -war we built up great 
committees of industsey, some of 
which-have remained in the form 
of associations. These are capable 
of great good and possibly great 
harm, A grave question is, shall 
the Sherman antitrust law prevent 
such great combinations and asso- 
ciations, or shall business be per- 
mitted to combine for better pro- 
duction and distribution, thereby 
cheapening both and resulting in 
lower prices for the consumer. And 
if they.are permitted to function, 
what regulatory or supervisory 
power should be exercised?

Miss°Greene for $1800 got four 
folio pages of manuscript in the 
hand of Laurence Sterne, written 
Dec. 28, 1761, as a supplement to 
his will in case he should die 
abroad,,on the eve of his depart- 
ure for France for his health. 

Dr. Rosenbach bought for $3600 
a manuscript letter of Dominie 
Jonas Michealus, Aug. 8. 1628. 
supposed to be.the first autograph 
document extant on: conditions in 
Manhattan. It was addressed to 
the secretary of the States’ Coun- 
cil, Holland. He paid $1590 for 
the manuscript of Stevenson's 
“Requiem,” and $2000 for Steven- 
son’s notebook containing material 
for his “Travels With a Donkey.”

Planning for His Work, He Says; No Jobs
